Captain McCoy in Command of U. S. 
Regulars Puts Mexicans to 
Flight on Border. 


Special to Sejm our Republican. 
San Antonio, Texas, Oct. 22. -Th; 
early morning attack by Mexicans or. 
a detachment of United Statfs sol­ 
diers at Ojodeagua, seven miles west 
of Mission, resulted in the death of 
three and the wounding of eight caval 
rymen and signal corps men, and five 
Mexicans. 
Those found dead wore on their hats 
in front a ribbon hearing the words 
“Viva La Ind< pendencia De Texas.’ 
The dead were brought in and their 
bodies will be shipped to San An 
tonio for interment in the national 
cemetery. 
The wounded have been 
sent to the field hospital at Harlingen. 
A bugle sounded from the attacking 
forces and a charge was made upon 
the sleeping American soldiers, who, 
taken 
unawares. 
were 
given 
little 
chance to reach their arms. The wire­ 
less operator, hastened to his engine 
and was In the act of cranking it when 
a bullet tore his arm off, penetrated 
the dynamo of the wireless and put 
that out of commission, thus cutting 
off^means of communicating with the 
local garrison. 
The men rallied and gave the at­ 
tackers a fight that will go down in 
the history of the border troubles as 
one of the gamest, noblest stands ever 
made by mortal man. 
There were many other Mexicans 
wounded and possibly killed, but the 
five were all that have been found 
thus far. 
The first intimation of the 
attack was telephoned to the local 
post by N. G. Cavazos, a merchant of 
Penitas, a town three miles west of 
the place where the attack occurred. 
Mr. Cavazo told Captain McCoy he 
heard heavy firing in the vicinity of 
Ojodeagua. 
A wireless was sent out 
and an answer came hack, supposedly 
from the station at Ojodeagua, “O. K. 
here." Where this answer came from 
was a matter of speculation. 
Tt has 
since developed that there is a wire­ 
less station on the Mexican side of 
the river and it is believed this sta­ 
tion sent hack the answer. 
Captain McCoy, however, got his 
troops in motion and was at the scene 
of the combat as quickly as double 
time would take him there. With the 
arrival of fresh troops the bandits re­ 
turned and are still being pursued at 
this writing. 
Every man in the fight, 
fifteen all told, who lived to tell the 
story, are of one opinion that the at­ 
tacking force numbered at least one 
hundred 
bandits. 
They 
were 
all 
trained 
soldiers, 
fought under the 
command of officers.
